How she escaped the "war cor- 


respondents" who were rushed 
to the front to cover West Vir- 
ginia's recent mine war is more 
than I can say, for the story Is still 
told of how Molly, like "Sheridan 
twenty miles away," when the 
armed miners were marching on 
Logan, made all haste not toward 
safety, a* she might very wisely 
.have done, bnt back to where the 
bullets were flying. 


Her narrowest escape from the 


feature pages of newspapers was 
several years ago—two, In fact— 
when, a woman of some two scor^ 
years, the was graduated from high 
school with her sixteen-year-old 
flaughter. That graduation and the 
attendant high school diploma were 
In no sense honorary affairs tfven 
onf of respect for Molly Din cress 
Drake. They Kad been earned bv 
this very determined, ambitions wo- 
man of the hills after four vear<s of 
high" school work. In which she had 


enrolled along with her daughter 
and for which she had attended 
classes faithfully with classmates 
half her age. 


On pay day Mrs. Drake Is a wel- 


fare worker for one of the coal 
companies operating In the Logan 
field. -jfjaving- finished her high 
•chool course, she did not go on to 
college with her daughter. And, 
M she puts It, one of the coal pro- 
ducers "knew she wouldn't sit at 
home and knltrand crochet." So he 
offered her the Job of visiting nurse. 
among the employees of his com- 
pany. In,this Job Mollie mothers a 
large fatiflly. 
It Is composed of 


men and Vomen much older than 
ehe an*^of the children of these 
older chlfdren. True to the mother- 
type anywhere, she makes their in- 
dividual troubles, their health, theii 
happiness, a very personal matter. 


There was the young Spaniard 


who lay In the hospital after a se- 
vere accident No friends or rela- 
tives rallied to his bedside, and the 
doctors and nurses could not under- 
stand Mm wlien he moaned out a 
word or two In his native tongue 
Mollie Drake scoured the hills for 
an Interpreter and found one. She 
also dug up a cousin of the unfor- 
tunate boy. Moreover she made the 
Hres of nurses and doctor? miser- 
able until the lad was out of dan- 
ger, sometimes calling nt the hospi- 
tal late at nlsftt to see how the boy

was getting on. Was not this for- 
eign bom lad one of her children? 


It was not the Mollie Dingess 


Drake, ready to face danger, along 
with other brave women of |Logan 
county when armed miners werp 
marching upon their homes, that 
interested me most, as yotf mav 
have guessed already. The World 
War Is too recent proof that,Amer 
lean women are not afraid in ri«fe 
their lives for a cause. It is {Mollie 
Drake and the work of her hands 


when peace broods over her native 
hills that make her a woman among 
women. 


Mrs. Drake is a mountain woman 


herself. She knows the desires, the 
needs and the hopes of tlte women 
and children who live in her hills; 
in a double sense she Is working 
among her own people. 


!STo serious-minded killjoy Is Mrs 


Drake, but a large motherly woman 
with a great capacity for fun and 
3Eor seeing the human sido of 


It is a •common statement aniong 


traveling salesmen that they live 
In a Pullman: Mollie Drake might 
say she U^es^ln a day coach. Her 
headquarters are in Logan, and 
much of her time is spent In riding 
to and from the little mining towns 
along the branch lines out of Lo- 
gan. 


Her trips are taken to visit the 


homes of miners, and no place is 
too remote for her to visit. Her 
energy in tramping about and the 
speed with which she walks over 
the hills is enough to make a 
younger woman gasp for breath 
and all but beg for quarter. That 
from one who knows. 


We started out of Logan one 


morning on the 10 o'clock train. 


Before the train started \ve were 


part of the social gathering which 
'greets the . all foo-few passenger 
trains that come into Logan. _Mol- 
fle TMngessTmew" every b"ody.~ 


Arrived at the mining center, our 


first visit was to the schoolhouse, 
a substantial two-story building in 
front of which were all the latest 
playground devices for amusing the 
modem child. The teachers were 
young and efficient In their school 
room manners. In Logan countv 
the school1* have the advantage of 
extra good teachers becnn«e after 
the school board has voted what 5t 
can afford for salaries the coal com- 
panies make up_the deficit needed 
to atfract the best. 


It was then I learned of Mrs. 


Drake's unusual high school career. 


"You know I have a high school 


education," she remarked as we 
left the school and strode (at least 
Mrs. Drake strode) along the dirt 
road. 


"As a girl I went to school till I 


was thirteen. In the teens I took 
up nursing and later was married 
But I alwajs wanted more educa- 
tion. Sometimes it is the persons 
who are denied educatio^ appreci- 
ate it most. Well, when my daugh 
ter was ready for high school I de- 
cided that I would get my high 
school education too—not by fol- 
lowing her studies at home (I knew 
that wouldn't do), but by enrolling 
in high school with her.

In Politics Many Embarrassing Things Are Liable to Hap- 


pen Before the Next Congressional Election 


(By FREDERIC J. HASK1K.) 
Washington, D. c., Jan. 4.—Will 


Buys' plan to holp locate missing 
persons has resulted so far In a large 
amount of correspondence for the 
pott 
offico department, some re- 


united (amilles. and a few puttied 
postinat-iers who havo searched the 
postal regulations in vain for instruc- 
tions showing how to proceed in a 
search for missing relatives. 


Kir. Hays has no Idea, it seems, Of 


turning the pott office department 
into a complete detective agency. 
It merely occurred to him on* day 
that it \KIS rather cold-blooded to 
turn down by form letter requests 
for help in locating lost husbands 
and wandering sons. 


Pleas for help in such oases have 
always come to the government. 
Many people seem to thlnjc that the 
post offico department has a huge 
alphabet'eal file of all the persons in 
the United States. As a matter of 
fact it haa no such list. Nor have 
the local post offices any sard cata- 
logues of the populations they serve. 
The only reference list to which a 
postmaster cau refer in delivering 
mail to person* whose address is un- 
known is the city directory—the same 
book that is available to the public 
in drug stores, libraries, and hotels 
all over the city. 
Incidently, there ia also a popular 


belitst that the cens-us bureau has an 
alphabetical li-t of the population. 
and as a result tnc bureau receives 
j. largo number of rectuests for ad- 
dresses of missing persons. 
The 


census bureau, of course( haa no 
way of giving these persons any sat- 
it-faction. The records taken by the 
bureau enumerators aro positively 
confidential. 
The state department is a third 
government office that has often 
been asked to help locate the miss- 
ins, especially by foreigners. 
The 
state department almost never tries 
to trace persons in this country. 
"Where foreigners are searching for 
lost relatives they are generally re- 
ferred to their consuls in this coun- 
try.So, in the past, seekers for miss- 
ing relatives have received scant 
help from the gov«-r..~ -" Mr. Hays 
considered the rule which say. that 
postmasters may not givo out . ifor- 
mation concerning the names ant ad- 
dresses of persons using the m tils. 
Ho recognized that the rule ia wise 
in that it insures to persons using 
the mails protection against annoy- 
ance. That -was the purpose ot.the 
regulation and the postmaster gen- 
eral had no desire to chang it. Every 
one who entrusts letters to the 
United States mails is assured that 
employees are not allowed to tamper 
with them, and the regulation is safe- 
guarded by heavy penalties. 
But if relatives who were separated 


by accident could be brought togeth- 
er without voilating the spirit of the 
ruling, Mr. Hays decided that the 
service rendered would be valuable 
to the public. 
Mr. Hays' plan is simple. Those 
who are eager to locate missing rela- 
tives go to their local postmaster in 
person and consult with him, giving 
such facts as the last city where the 
missing man or woman lived, name, 
description, and why it is desired to 
get in touch with him or her. 
This last is especially important. 
It is the main reason why the seeker 
is urged to go direct to the post- 
master, instead of writing a letter. 
The post office department has no 
intention of helping to locate persons 
who are being sought for the pur- 
pose of collecting debts, nor does it 
wish to pursue persons who do not 
desire to be "found." 
Credit agencies are already asking 
the department to help them find 
disappearing customers. 
Defrauded 


men are trying through the post of- 
fices to locate confidence men who 
cheated them and departed over 
night Some of them feel that they 
are no less heartbroken than a 
father who has not seen his daughter 
for five years, and they are Jfist as 
anxious as he to locate their massing 
"friends." 
« 
This is work for the police, tt is 


not the business of the post office 
department, and it is not the seVv- 
ice of good will which the postmaster 
general wants his postmasters to 
perform. 
i 
Mr. Hayes points out that huntin* 


for missing men is not a part of the^ 
department's work by any order, and 
th edepartment has not obligated it- 
self to find the thousands of lost per- 
sons in the country. What Mr. 
Hays did do was to suggest that he 
would like the postmasters to do 
what they can to help sincere per- 
sons who have been unable to locato 
relatives. 


The postmaster general's printed 
suggestion, sent out to the post of- 
fices, leaves details as to how this 
assistance is to be given to the judg- 
ment of the postmaster. After he 
talks with an inquirer the postmast- 
er may decide that there is no cllue 
to follow, or he may feel that the 
quest, if successful, would not end 
in a happy family reunion. 
If he does feel that the visitor 


is sincere he proceeds by inspiration. 
He may get in touch with postmast- 
ers where the missing man has been. 
Some postmasters have inserted no- 
tlcea in local newspapers. 
They 
have notified police departments. 
They have given their letter carriers 
instructions to lookout for a. man or 
woman answering the description 
given. 
Some of the missing men 


When a person thus sought is 
have been located in these ways, 
identified, he is told that he is being 
inquired after. If he wishes to get 
in touch with the mother, or who- 
ever it ia seeking him, he does so. 
If he does not wish to be reunited 
to his family, the post office depart- 
ment does nothing further. It has 
no wish to become involved in any 
domestic offairs. 
Some of the persons who have 


written to the department to know 
how to receive help in locating miss- 
ing men have shown that they did 
not quite understand Mr, Hays' of- 
fer. 
Some had a confusett Idea that 
the post office system wis to write 
to every postmaster in trie country 
to locate the missing. 
Wholesale 


letter wriing of this sort: by post- 
masters, or by individuals eitb.tr, 
would obviously be out of the ques- 
tion. 
There are more than 50,000 


post offices in the country. One 
postmaster wrote that if h* was sup- 
posed to send letters to all his fel- 
low posmasters he would have to 
have a corps of stenographers. Mr. 
Hays' answer was to uso his own 
judgment. 
Tho post office department does 


not know how many inquiries are be- 
brought to pc*t offices, and how 
many persons are being traced. At 
first largo numbers of letters came 
in to the department but gradually 
people are beginning to understand 
that they are 'to go to their local 
post office*. No record of the nunv 


of viators to the postmasters hM 
en collected.

The members of the colony make 
a religion of manual labor and de- 
clare its chief tenet to be embodied 
in the phrase "Love thy neighbor 
as thyself." They declare themselves. 
the truth in all things." They ar- 
rived here in early September with 
a permit from Moscow to occupy a 
portion of the estate now classed as 
a national institution. A teacher 
whose brother is director of the col- 
ony, 
organized the movement. The 


18 members, all of whom profess 
the practical idealism of the Douk- 
hoborr sect with a mingled belief in 
Buddhism, were allotted quarters in 
a once handsome but now tumbled- 
down one-story building of the estate 
built in 1780 for the serfs of Prince 
Volkonski, 
father 
of 
Tolstoi's 
mother. 
The new arrivals have made the 
building habitable and have started 
to prepare for the cultivation of the 
100 acres included in iheir grant. 
Food so far has been supplied free 
by the Soviet government, the same 
as to all visitors to the Tolstoi home.

dalay Where Non-Co- 
operation is Urged. 


Mandalay, Burma.—Demand for a 


free Burma without the British Em- 
pire, tempered b^ adherence to the 
principle of non-violence, was the 
chief sentiment 
expressed at 
the 


ninth annual conference of Burmese 
associations, which recently held a 
four-days session here. This meeting 
called by Nationalist leaders "the 
most momentous 
conference that 
Burma has ever seen," was attended, 
in spite of the railway breach by 
over 
25,000 
delegates, 
Including 
more than 1,000 women. 


The conference opened with the 
presidential address of U. Mye, who 
wore the insignia conferred by King 
Mindon. In his address, 
U. Mye 


urged the intensive pushing of the 
boycott against foreign goods, the 
support of the national education 
movement, absolute non-cocperation 
with the government ,a cold recep- 
tion for the Prince of Wales, and a 
united stand for complete independ- 
ence.

the Germans showed when the Amer- 
ican army marched into Coblenz, 
Dec. 8, nearly three years ago, has 
subsided. 


Coblenz now is one of the liveliest 
little cities of central, western Ku- 
rope. Not for the Americans altme, 
nor the English. French and Bel- 
gians, but for the Germans, too, and 
the blinds in the German homes, 
which were drawn in resentment at 
the coming of the Americans, have 
all been raised, regardless of whether I 
the occupants like or disapprove of 
the occupation forces, and business 
has thrived to such an extent that 
many a Coblenz merchant has put 
aside a snug little fortune, as for 
tunes go in Germany. 


American civilians have been pour 


ing into the occupied area for the 
past two years and a half, thousands 
forsight seeing purposes and others 
on business missions which have 
tept them there. 
Then \arious of- 


ficers and enlisted men have left the 
army from time to time to enter 
justness of some kind, and gz-adually 
the American colony on the Rhino 
las grown until today it is estimated 
:here are something like 2,000 civil- 
ians from the United States scattered 
about the Coblenz area. 


There are "American stores" all 
about town but all of them are not 
owned 
by Americans.

the principal streets. At the news 
stands about town the Amaroc News, 
which is the daily newspaper of the 
American forces in Germany, is on 
sale as well as daily newspapers 
from New York and Chicago.
